There was no need to negotiate 
with Syria on renewing the man¬ 
date when it expires at the end of 
the month, Mr. Allon said. 

The UN. Disengagement Obser¬ 
ver Force (UNDOF) was on the 
Golan Heights as a result of a 
“clear commitment” made by Sy¬ 
ria in the military disengagement 
agreement with Israel, the minis¬ 
ter said. 

Mr. Allon said his government 
was worried that Mr. Waldheim 
“may commit the UN. to some 
undertaking not relevant to this 
agreement. 

“This journey might bring some 
very dangerous results,” he stres¬ 
sed. 

“We should bear in mind that 
Israel is 50 per cent of this agre¬ 
ement. Therefore 50 per cent of 
the solution depends on us. 

“Israel will categorically reject 
any political link to the prolonga¬ 
tion of the UNDOF mandate.” 


BEIRUT. May 25 (AFP) — Ra¬ 
ymond Edde was shot and wou¬ 
nded today in what the leftist-co¬ 
ntrolled radio said was an ambu¬ 
sh. 

Bullets hit him in one leg while 
bis car was returning to Beirut 
through a Christian-held area no¬ 
rth of the capital. Three other 
people in the auto were also wo- 
undede. 

Mr. Edde had been attempting 
to stop fighting that broke out 
three days a&Fm his constitue¬ 
ncy at Byblos (Jubail) between 
members of his National Front 
Party v^ithj militia of the con¬ 
servative Christian Phalange po¬ 
litical party. Twenty people were 
killed there in three days. 

_The Phalangist radio, for. its 

part, said thet his car was “the 
target of shots” on the express 
highway. That seemed to rule out 
the theory that the vehicle was 
hit accidentally in crossfire. 

Leftists supported Mr. Edde 
for president because he had kept 


the National Front from joining 
other rightist forces in the 13- 
month civil war. 

Abu Iyad, a leader of the Pa¬ 
lestinian Fateh group, said he and 
Fateh head Yasser Arafat warned 
Mr. Edde yesterday about the ri¬ 
sk he would run in going to By¬ 
blos. But he went anyway “to 
reaffirm his principles,” Abu Iy¬ 
ad said. 

Mr. Edde was hospitalised in 
the conservative-controlled Ashra- 
fied neighbourhood of eastern Bei¬ 
rut, the same area where a Na¬ 
tional Front office was dynamited 
last week. 

Hope of a “round table” pa¬ 
rley between belligerents in the 
civil war meanwhile rose today 
after the Phalange party made 
overtures toward the leftists and 
Palestinian nationalists. 

Amin Gemayel, eldest son of 
Phalangist chief Pierre Gemayel,

TEL AVIV, May 25 (R) — A bo¬ 
oby-trapped suitcase exploded as 
it was being examined at Tel 
Aviv’s Ben Gurion airport today, 
killing two people and wounding 
seven, police said.

PLO denounces 
idea of French 
force for Lebanon 

CAIRO, May 25 (Agencies). — 
The Palestine Liberation Organisa¬ 
tion (PLO) called today for Arab 
denunciation of the French propo¬ 
sal to send a peace-keeping force 
to Lebanon. 

A message to this effect from 
the Chairman of the PLO Political 
Department, Farouk Kaddoumi. 
was handed over to the Arab Lea¬ 
gue Assistant Secretary General, 
Sayed Nofal. 

It said the situation warranted 
“a quick action to denounce this 
move and contain its risks and an 
Arab declaration rejecting anv fo¬ 
reign intervention in Lebanon.” 

It added that the Lebanese peo¬ 
ple should be left to solve their 
own problems. 

The message went on, “the Fre¬ 
nch president's statement was an 
indirect invitation to prolong the 
fighting and a threat to the rea¬ 
listic side of France’s position on 
Arab causes."

“Right to die” 
controversy takes 
surprise twist 

MORRISTOWN, New Jersey, 
May 25, (R). — The case of Ker¬ 
en Anne Quinlan, who has been 
in a coma for more than a year, 
may return to court following dis¬ 
closure that she can breathe with¬ 
out mechanical help. 

They said these problems were 
not foreseen when the New.Jer¬ 
sey supreme court gave Its “ri¬ 
ght to die" ruling on March 31. 

The court gave Miss Quinlan’s 
adoptive father, Joseph, the right 
to order a halt to all “extraordi¬ 
nary means” of keeping her alive. 

The source said Miss Quinlan, 
22, had been transferred from 
an intensive care unit to a private 
room at St Clare’s Hospital, Den- 
vine. But the hospital would not 
confirm this. 

It was originally thought that 
by removing the respirator she 
could “die with dignity” 

But sources said the family 
may now go back to court far 
guidance or to seek other changes 
in her care such as stopping anti¬ 
biotic treatment and a high-pro¬ 
tein diet. 

But such measures could be op¬ 
posed by doctors. They have ag¬ 
reed that Miss Quinlan will nev¬ 
er come out of her coma and say 
she has suffered irreparable bra¬ 
in damage from it.

“Provos rule here,” claim the 
graffitti on trees and limestone 
walls. The Army rarely calls any¬ 
more, except by helicopter, and 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
almost never. Most days the win¬ 
ding roads through the patch- 
built fields and up over the barren 
mountains are empty, out of res¬ 
pect for “the lads" looking for a 
likely victim to transport a bomb 
into Belfast. 

Then suddenly on Sunday, like 
a poppy in qp man's land, the 
Jonesboro Market blossoms, brin¬ 
ging out not only droves of Cat¬ 
holic shoppers from the Republic 
but a score or more of brave Pro¬ 
testant merchants from the Shan- 
kill Road in Belfast, setting up 
their stalls next to the Catholics, 
and a sprinkling of Indian and 
Pakistani peddlers brought over to 
work in the since burned out lin¬ 
en mills of the North. 

"We're very ecumenical here,” 
observed Father Tommy Mellon, 
the curate at Sacred Heart church, 
who got the idea of renting stalls 
to merchants in the “boder trade" 
at $ 6 a Sunday to reduce the 
$ 100,000 parish debt Sunday col¬ 
lections were bringing in only 
$ 12,000 a year, and the interest 
on loans was almost that high. 
Since few turned out at night, 
dances and bingo were out of the 
question. 

“They laughed at me, but not 
too loud,” said Father MaHon of 
his “brainwave" that already has 
helped clear $ 80,000 from the 
debt and raised hopes for a youth 
centre and a new roof on the 
nearby chapel at Dmmintee. 

Begun two years ago in the tin-
